It may last a year or two 
years.

Great Western Battle Front Has Been Extend­ 
ed ,Twelve Miles F'urther by the Victorious 
French Who Seem to Be Steadily Gaining. 


M I BITTLE REPORTED

Paris, April 18.—The great western battle front was extend­ 
ed for another twelve miles today when the French drove the 
Germans from all their first line positions and from part of their 
second line from Rheims to the Champagne front. 
This victory is staged on the ground which saw' the great 
offensive of 1915. 
The German loss is estimated at thirty thousand killed, 
wounded and prisoners. 
The invaders were exceptionally well placed along a series of 
wooded heights, varying in height from six hundred to eight hun­ 
dred feet, and running along the main road from Rheims to St. 
Hilaire Ie Grande. 


French Capture 14,000 Able Men.

Paris, April 18.—The French made important progress last 
night in an attack east of Sois^ons. the war office announcing 
the capture, of Chavonne and Chivy. 
The French pushed on 
north of these points reaching the neighborhood of Brayeen 
Laonns. 
The Germans suffered heavy losses in three attacks which 
were checked by the French. 
Since Monday the French have captured upwards of four­ 
teen thousand Germans who were not wounded. 
Many ma­ 
chine guns and large cannon were also taken in these campaigns. 


British Take a lillage.

London, April 18.—The British forces have made further 
progress north of St. Quentin and have captured the village of 
Villeys-Guislain, according to the official statement. 


Germans l ake 3000 Prisoners

Berlin, April 18.—As a result of yesterday’s operations on 
the French battle front, the Germans increased the number of 
prisoners taken to three thousand officers and men. 
The French failed to pierce the German lines on a twelve 
mile front in the Champagne region yesterday.

LEGISLATURE HJS 


(B y A ssociated Press) 
Austin. Texas. April 18.—T he leg!* 
lature met In special session today. 
Twenty-five million dollars is the 
approxim ate to tal of 
appropriations 
heretofore m ade and to be mad** by 
the thirty-fifth legislature for \ arious 
purposes of the state governm ent dur­ 
ing the two fiscal years beginning 
Septem ber I. 1917. and ending A ugust 


31. 1919. 
This total is inclusive of the various 
appropriations made during the reg­ 
ular session and approved by the gov­ 
ernor, which aggregate about $5,000.* 
OOO. 
The appropriations were made 
for various new norm al and A. & M- 
colleges, state aid for rural schools. 
new eleemosynary Institutions 
and 
appropriations to disaster riven cities. 
The $25,000,000 appropriation also 
Is inclusive of all appropriations for 
the support and m aintenance of the 
state governm ent, the Judiciary and 
educational departm ents and its vari­ 
ous eleem osynary'charges, running up 
m o u th in g over five million dollars 
m ore than was carried in the appro­ 
priation bill for the two fiscal years 
which will end August 31, 1917. 
“ WHI you subm it anything to the 
legislature other than such subjects 
as m entioned in your call for tile spe­ 
cial session?” the governor was asked 
• i’ve thought of nothing,” replied 
Governor Jim . “except the rural school 
bill. 
It will be subm itted for correc­ 
tion." 
It is rem em bered that In enrolling 
this bill an erro r was made. 
As In 
tended by the legislature, the 
bill 
should have appropriated 
$1,000,000 
for each of two years. Instead. $1000 
was appropriated for the first year and 
$l,000.00u for the second year.

Stations 32 and 67 reported having heard about fifteen guns 
and after an interval of fifteen minutes they heard fifteen more. 
The firing apparently came from a point just outside of Massachu­ 
setts bay at the end of Cape Cod. 
It is indicated that the firing 
probably meant that a naval engagement is in progress.

Woodville (H iggs) s hool out three 
miles on the Benchley road, telephon­ 
ed to the courthouse this morning that 
a crazy negro woman was disturbing 
the pupils. Accordingly County Judge 
Maloney and County Attorney Bethea 
went out and found the old negress 
sitting on the steps, writing with her 
left hand on a piece of paper, while 
beside her she had a pile of stones 
which she designated as money. She 
was perfectly harmless, but her posi­ 
tion had prevented the children from 
entering the building because of fear 
of her. 
They gathered up her "mon* 
ey,” put her in the auto and brought 
to town placing her in confinement. 
She told several storie-i of her ances­ 
try and appeared to be about GO years 
of age. 


This makes a very long road over 
which the moisture, for any hoped for 
rains, must move, therefore it is diffi­ 
cult to determine how far west these 
rains will reach.

wheat, we would hesitate about hold­ 
ing it longer than Saturday, April 21. 
If the rains, April 22 to 25. should I 


reach northern parts of our best win­ 
ter wheat sections they would cer­ 
tainly benefit that crop and might 
cause a decline in wheat prices. 
Following this great storm proba­ 
bilities favor frosts farther south than 
usual. 
The line of average dates of 
J late kiling frosts for April 25 runs 
I from a little east of Santa Fe. by way 
of Beatrice, Neb., Moline and Peoria. 
111., Dayton, Ohio, Parkersburg, W, A'a., 
Bristol, Va., Washington, D. C., New 
York City and Worcester, Mass. Near 
and north of that line, wherever rains 
occur during the five days centering 
on April 23 look out for frosts during 
the five days centering on Apfil 25.
